Bob Burns Is Sued 


> On Kidnap Charge 


Accused of Forcing De- 


nial of Charges of 


Alienation 


LOS ANGELES—(/P)-Comcdian Bob 


(I1 Burns was sued for $70,000 damages 


Monday by Daniel W. Hogc, who 
charged he was kidnaped from his 
Wilminghom 
home, 
December 
29, 


1938, and forced to sign a denial that 
Burns had alienated the affections of 
his wife, Millie Bcrnicc Hoge. 


Hogc charged that the defendants, 


who include Jacob H. Knrp, 10 John 
Docs, two Janes Does, and Paramount 
Pictures, Inc., forced him to go to a 
downtown office building, after they 
had hansackcd his home and taken 
a number of documents. 


There, he said, under threats of con- 


tinued imprisonment and violence, he 
signed n paper releasing Burns from 
all churgcs and a .simitar paper releas- 
ing Paramount from responsibility. 


A claimed copy of the release, which 


was included in the suit, reafl in part: 


"For good and valuable considera- 


tion 1 do release Bob Burns from all 
niiinncr of action by reason of my 
claim that Bob Burns alienated the af- 


(Q factions of my wife, Millie Bernice 


Hoge, which claim has been hehcment- 
ly denied by Bob Burns and which 
claim I do hereby declare to have 
been without foundation and unjusli- 
«fied in fact, and which claim I do 
rcreby withdraw and agree never again 
to assert." 


Hoge charged that when he was 


released he was told he had better 
forget the incident under threat of 
"further 
injury und imprisonment." 


He said he lived in constant fear for 


™ 11 months and suffered a nervous dis- 


order. 


Burns, who made the "bazooka" 


famous on the radio and screen, mar- 
ried liis secretary, Harriet Foster, in 
1936. 
A daughter was born to them in 


May, 1937.

LONDON, England—(AP)—Demands for changes in the 


British government for a harder-hitting war against Germany 
were coupled Tuesday with predictions that Liberal and Labor 
opposition leaders would refuse to join the administration of 
Prime Minister Chamberlain. 


These reports said that a five-man cabinet was favored 


to replace the present nine men of the inner group — and that 
Chamberlain would ask Laborite leaders Clement Artlee and 
Herbert Morrison, and Liberal Sir Archibald Sinclair to join the 
broadened government. 


However, reports said these men are believed to prefer 


remaining in a position from which they could criticize.

Maritime Board Operates Under 'Moral 


Embargo' 


WASHINGTON — The "moral em- 


bargo" which the administration has 
pronounced against aggressor nations 
extends even to the operations of the 
U. S. Maritime Commission. 
„ 


Under this embargo, 
tlje 
comis- 


sion is "refusing to charter U. S. car- 
go vessels to either Japanese or Rus- 
sian agents. Last charter executed 
to Russia was on Dec 1, 1939, short- 
ly after the Finnish invasion when an 
American steamer was chartered to 
lake oil from San Francisco to Vla- 
divostok, Since then, two other ap- 
plications have been refused. 


At first it was given out that the 


government didn't like to have its 
ships traipsing off to far ports under 
alien control when a war was on. 
This wasn't wholly' convincing since 
charters to places farther than Vlad- 
ivostok are being executed; so now it 
is quitely admitted 
that the moral 


embargo is the cause of it.

WASHINGTON - Us easier to get 


by with murder than it is to get a 
bill through Congress. 


According to the International As- 


sociation 
of Police Chiefs, if 
you 


commit a murder and the murder is 
discovered, you have from one chance 
in ten to one in four (depending on 
what city you're in) of getting awny 
with it. 


If you are in Washington and in 


Congress, you have about one chance 
in 25 of getting a bill written into 
the statute books as an 
honest-to- 
gospol law. 


At a recent session of Congress, there 


were nearly 18.000 bills introduced. 
Of these, a few more than 700 got 
the President's John Hancock and 
went into the statutes to help or hin- 
der you and me and Joe Doaks. 


The Objectors 


_ Considering that there have been 
76 Congresses, 
each 
sitting for 
a 


couple of years, that may seem like 
an infernal number of laws. It i.s. 
But consider that a vast number of 
these were 
private bills—measures 


which gave some worthy widow a life 
time pension—or 
provided 
Federal 


aid to a small district's river sys- 
tem—or did this and that for some- 
individual or little group. 


These 
bills are numberless, 
and 


to cope with them, the house has an 
Objectors' 
committee, 
composed 
of 


three Democrats and three Rpeublic- 
ans. One objection 
from 
the Ob- 


jectors generally is enough to make 
a measure worth loss than the paper 
it was written on. 


In the Senate, bills can be intro- 


duced only in the last two hours of 
any legislative day. The catcli is that 
if business is rushing, a legislative 
day may last for months of calendar 
days. 


Bills introduced in the Senate arc 


referred to one of the 37 standing 
committees by the Vice- President 
The committee may refer it to a sub- 
committee. There are hearings, re- 
drafts, recommendations, majority and 
minority reports, the committee of the 
whole, and the interminable wait for 
it to show up on the calendar (un- 
less the steering committee proscribes 
that it should have preference over 
everything else). 


A lot of bills go to committees and 


never come to light again. 


Both Houses Debate It 


In the Senate, bills are introduced 


by being read. In the House, they 
merely are dropped into a hopper 
by the Speaker's desk, to be gather- 
ed up by the house parliamentarian 
and 
assigned 
to committee. Many 


disappear into that hopper as into 
a grave. 


Once a bill gets up on the floor it 


has got to stand a Joe Louis barrage 
In the House debate on a bill is limit- 
ed to one hour and amendments must 
be germaine. In the Senate, there's 
no limit on debate (hence the fili- 
buster) and amendmcints can be made 
on any subject under the sun. The 
anti-lynching amendment is a favor- 
ite method of making the tail of the 
kite so heavy the kite won't rise. 


If the bill is lucky enough to get 


by one House, it has to go to the 
other. Differences of opinion in the 
Houses 
generally are settled 
in a 


joint committee, the reports of which 
are undebated. Then, if the bill pass- 
es, it's ready for the President's sig- 
nature—or veto.

Real struggle for that form of De- 


mocracy which i.s now being challeng- 
ed by the totalitarian stale did not 
begin until some four centuries ago. { 


Discovery of a direct overseas route- 


to America in 1492, of one to the In- 
cles in M98, completely changed the 
economic slruclure of Europe. These 
findings cleslroyed Ihe feudal system 
which had been based upon agricul- 
ture and introduced the use of cap- 
ilalism. 


It is true that a money-economy had 


already been known in the Italian city 
republics of the 15th century, especial- 
ly in Florence where the Meclicis had 
established the first big international 
banking house. But in the Low Coun- 
tries, where the small independent pea- 
sant—landowner had never been as 
completely absorbed by the 
feudal 


lords as in the rest of Europe, there 
was an ideal breeding ground for 
a small-scale sort of capitalism. 


These 
countries, while essentially 


Christian, had become more and more 
resentful of being ruled by a hierar- 
chy which to them was of foreign or- 
igin and which, being foreign, failed 
lo understand the temperament and 
the prejudices of a race alien to them- 
selves. 


There followed that widespread at- 


tempt at reform of the Church from 
within. Rather to Ihe surprise of Ihoso 
who had started it, this ended in a 
definite separation from Rome and 
the establishment of a church which 
lo this clay betrays its origin by its 
name—that of the "communities who 
protested." 


As long as the Spaniards and the 


Portuguese, with the approval of the 
Papacy, were Ihe only legilimatc own- 
ers of all the newly discovered ter- 
ritories in Africa, Asia and America, 
Ihe people of the Low Countries and 
of England had been obliged to res- 
peel Ihe wishes of Iheir spiritual mas- 
ter. 


The moment they ceased to reeorg- 


ni/e his authority, the whole of the 
planet was theirs, provided they had 
!he strength to help themselves to 
whatever they wished. Until then, 
they had never played any particu- 
lar role in international affairs. 


They were young anrl eager. Being 


without any experience in such mai- 
lers, they mosl cheerfully failed lo 
icalize Ihe clangers ihcy would in- 
-•ur when Ihey boldly sailed past the 
Cape of Good Hope and Cape Horn to
